Feeding Hills Resident Has Passion 
For Large Collection Of Antiquities

More than 1,000 miniature shoes, some dating 
back 100 years and passed from generation to 
generation, decorate the home of Beatrice 
Loiselle of Norman Terrace, Feeding Hills. The 
shoes represent many cultures, from Chinese to 
the flapper era, from Holland to fairyland, as well 
as different times in history. 

A few of the shoes are pairs, but most are 
singles. Except for the pairs, no two are alike. 
Some were given to Mrs. Loiselle by her mother 
and came via her grandmother from Germany. 
Others were from auctions and gifts from friends 
and relatives who knew of her collection. 

The shoes are kept in glass enclosed 
bookcases in the living room, on the hearth and 
mante! of her living room fireplace, and on desk 
tops. 

Among her antiques, there are also more than 
1,000 teacups and saucers (no two alike), kept 
primarily in a wall cabinet with glass doors made 
for her by a friend. Itis approximately five feet by 
four feet and the catfection overflows onto nearby 
tables. mr 

The degree to which Bea enjoys both collec- 
tables is apparent as she glows when telling the 
stories about each item, especially her favorites 
and how she came by them.

They are made of leather, wood, various metals, 
such as bronze and iron, ceramics, and red, gold, 
blue, green, and purple glass.

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One boot, straight out of a child’s fairy tale, has 
a mouse standing in a Dutch doorway on its side, 
a rabbit at the window, and a pig on the 
shoelaces. A slightly smaller house-like boot has 
windows and a door and is a bank. Bea thinks it 
belonged to the “Old Woman Who Lived In a 
Shoe.” 

Party favor-type high heels, with girls or cuddly 
animals standing up in them, are in abundance. 
Some have sparkles and one pink high heel slip- 
per has delicate pink shell flowers all over it. 

During a recent interview, we looked for a 
special flat purple high shoe given to Bea when 
she was a child by her mother. It was the first 
shoe of her collection. In all those hundreds of 
shoes, we didn’t locate it. Another treasure is a 
soft leather pair of laced shoes that were original- 
ly on Bea’s mother’s doll when she was a child in 
Pennsylvania. 

Holding up a pair of wooden Dutch shoes with 
windmills painted on top, Bea says she thinks 
they were selected as a gift for her because of the 
red interiors. ‘They know | just love red,’’ she 
says. Shoe skates are represented by a tan leather 
shoe about six inches high, with rubber sole and 
wood wheels, obviously intended as a decoration. 

A pair of small, white plastic skates, done in 
needlepoint with silver runners, hangs by its 
laces. Near it is a softly decorated leather (ankle- 
high) shoe reminiscent of an Indian moccasin. 
“They say this type was worn in some Chinese 
villages by young girls to keep their feet small,” 
Bea said. 

High Buttoned Shoe Worn Before 1925 

The largest, and perhaps the prettiest shoe in 
the collection, is of white porcelain with red 
flowers and blue and green vines. Intended as a 
planter, it is about 18 inches high. The type is call- 
ed the high-buttoned shoes, as they laced half 
way up and then the laces wrapped around but- 
tons. They were worn before 1925 with above-the- 
ankle dresses. 

A bisque piano doll more than 100 years-old lies 
on the mantel, with leg raised and arm around a 
puppy. “This was made to lie on top of the piano,” 
Bea explains, adding that it is one of her favorite

pieces. Then there are two cranberry glass hair 
tonic bottles with metal tops that were used in her 
father’s barber shop. 

An antique metal piano music box doubles as a 
bar with its built-in glass flask, metal jigger glass 
lid, and six pony glasses. 

A happy person, Bea lights up as she tells each 
story. Selecting a see-through box containing a 
high heel on the lower half of aleg, she notes that 
the leg is empty and asks you to read this 
message on the box: \

“Ever been jealous of those who can take 19 drinks 
and never bat an eye? Such people are said to have 
‘hollow legs.’ Now we've fixed it so you, too, can havea

tinis.”’ 

Bea has made no decision about what she will 
eventually do with her collections. But they have 
been a long-time fascinating hobby and kept alive 
many treasured memories.

Johnson said she has also audited finances for 
several communities, including Springfield. 

In addition, she has lectured as an adjunct 
faculty member at Westfield State College, the 
Massachusetts Municipal Institute at Greenfield 
Community College, and at Western New England 
College. 

She is a member of the Government Finance Of- 
ficers Association, Western Mass. Municipal 
Auditors and Accountants Association, American 
Institute of Certified Public Accountants, and 
Mass. Society of Certified Public Accountants. 

She previously worked for six months for the 
State Department of Revenue. She will be paid 
$51,000 annually for the job. ; 

Her duties at Town Hall will include taking over 
collections and short-term investment duties, and 
will be the “team leader” of the town’s financial 
departments, coordinating projects and training 
with other town offices. 


In a telephone interview Wednesday morning, 
Placzek, 41, told us she hopes that in her pasition 
she can work with other town departments con- 
cerning large capital outlays. “I think by working 
with other town departments we can coordinate 
our efforts so that disbursements are made when 
the town has a large cash flow (especially when 
property taxes are due). In this way we can 
eliminate as much borrowing as possible.” 

The Palmer native, who has lived in Westfield 
for the past 20 years, added that Johnson’s “team 
management concept” is familiar to her. “At Peat 
Marwick quality management teams were 
developed in all of our engagements. | am very 
team oriented and | will promote teamwork and ef- 
ficiency in my duties,” said Placzek.

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Moreno Calls Tax Deal 
Made With Lallis Megal 


To The Editor: 

How dare the Mayor ‘make deals” to satisfy an 
illegal or at least, an improper charge created by 
the city or its agents, the assessors, the Mayor, 
and the City Council. 

The deal made by the Mayor with the Lallis was 
and should have been the function of the three 
man Board of Assessors, the duly elected body 
whose job is to “‘assess” all taxable property and 
abate taxes where there is ‘‘a difference of opi- 
nion on the value of the property.” 

The three person (elected) Board of Assessors 
has sole and equal authority in making decisions 
on property values - not one assessor, and not the 
Mayor “making deals.” The two part-time ap- 
praisers of the city cannot sit and make decisions 
with the Board of Assessors. 

We, Agawam, have never legally changed our 
three person Board of Assessors since it was 
established six years after May 17th, 1855 - that 
was 1861. Also, the charter, Article 10, was never 
changed. 

The council, former town managers, the current 
Mayor, city attorneys, and appraisers do not and 
have not operated properly (or should | say, legal- 
ly) since 1973 or 1974 when they toyed with mak- 
ing two of the three assessors part-time (who then 
drifted into being labeled appraisers without pro- 
per action). : 

You officials are all confused with this Lalli 
issue. This cannot be resolved by an abatement. 
This case is not a difference of the value of the 
property (or a case of being overcharged). 

This is not a case where time clauses for mak- 
ing or requesting an abatement is necessary. 

This is a case of an illegal and improper charge 
to the homeowner. 

The City of Agawam, through the Mayor, the 
council president, six councilors, and the city at- 
torney took improper, if not illegal action in mak- 
ing a deal to try to right that wrong. 

The wrong is the hired professional appraisers, 
consultants, etc., who evaluate and locate all pro- 
perties by the recorded deeds (this is required by 
law every three years). In performing that work, an 
error was made which tied six acres of land own- 
ed by the city to the Lalli property (and thereby

The improper actions taken were that the city’s 
records were in error (which has nothing to do 
with abatements because of value). 

Of course, council President James Taylor's 
statement to the press in which he stated “‘when 
you have a glaring error like that you should be able to 
catch it” is outrageous. Taylor has an awful opi- 
nion on how and who is responsible for the ‘‘glar- 
ing error” in the city’s records. 

How about Mayor Johnson and Taylor (the City 
Council president), publicly agreeing that gran- 
ting any more abatements to the Lallis would be 
illegal. The audacity of that statement shocks me. 

Also endorsing this is Councilors George Bit- 
zas, Edward Caba, Jessie Fuller, Richard Brindle, 
Nancy Gravel, and Thomas Ennis. They also 
agreed that it would be like a Pandora’s Box and 
that ‘every one in town who missed filing for an 
abatement would come forward for the same 
thing.” How awful. 

In other words, the city has been cheating peo- 
ple out of tax money. The people certainly have 
some nerve in asking for abatements, even if they 
are illegally cheated! 

Taylor also said this “is simply not a situation 
of can or can’t because the majority of the council 
supports the Mayor’s position.” 

First - within the General Laws assessors do 
not make the laws. The Mayor and the council do 
not make the laws that affect property owners. 
Tax laws are enacted by the Massachusetts 
Legislature. Various guidelines and regulations to 
implement legislation are established by the 
Department of Revenue. 

The three assessors, in short, follow the pro- 
cedures established by others to set the value of 
property. Value is actually set by buyers and 
sellers as they establish the worth of comparable 
properties through their transactions. 

Second - the cause for abatement; taxpayers 
can file if he or she believes their property is over- 
assessed (if that property is not assessed fairly in 
comparison to other properties - or if it is not 
classified correctly by the assessors). 

Third - remember, “full and fair cash value” has 
nothing to do with illegal charges. 

Fourth - a little more law - the Mayor and coun- 
cil “shall not tamper with the decisions of the 
assessors.” 

The law makes clear what an abatement is - it is 
to decline, decrease, diminish, ebb, lessen, lower, 
mitigate, moderate, reduce or subside.

The Mayor shall not, by law, take any action on 
a duly given to the elected Board of Assessors 
and by the Mass. Legislature. 
The issue simply put is to right a wrong that 
was created by and voted for by the city officials.

Who in 
their right mind wouldn’t fight to stop from being 
cheated or robbed?

It’s A Technical Town Govt.; 
How About Moral Obligation? 


To The Editor: 

Tuesdays seem to be so hectic lately. This past 
Tuesday was no exception. First came getting 
home from the office and getting the youngest 
ready for softball practice. Then cameyp ering up 
my wife of 19 years before going to softball prac- 
tice. 

My oldest was getting ready to go out, my-mid- 
die child had plans to visit with her boyfriend, and 
my wife was off toa hair appointment: Soon after 
arriving home from practice, the “troops” started 
to gather. Following a later supper than usual, | 
sat down to read the paper and perhaps catch up 
on the news ... but it was after 7:00. 

While quickly running through the various sta- 
tions, | stopped at. the Public Access Channel. | 
honestly didn’t plan on watching a Town Council 
Meeting, but over two hours later, | was still trying 
to make sense of it all. 

I’m not really sure if any of those present or 
viewers watching could figure out what was hap- 
pening. It was a public hearing, yet one Councilor 
had to remind the chair several times that it was a 
public hearing, where their role was to hear public 
“opinion” on the topic. On other occasions, Coun- 
cilors shook their heads and took the stance that 
to approve the motion before them was to “break 
-the laws of the Commonwealth.” “Our pledge in 
coming on as councilors was to bring responsible 
decision making to the town’s government.” 

In the middle of this were the victims (yes, the 
victims) who were assessed taxes over the course 
of six-years on property they did not even own. 
Even worse yet was the disclosure of the true 
owner, the Town of Agawam. Of the six years, two 
years had been reimbursed when the taxes were 
eventually questioned by the victims. The purpose 
of this public hearing was to hear public opinions 
prior to a second vote to reconsider the victims’ 
request for a “special bill’ be generated at the 
town’s level to then be forwarded on to the 
Legislature as a means of ‘‘correcting this admit- 
ted wrongdoing.” 

It was until one gentleman gave his opinion that 
the real issue became apparent. This former town 
official introduced the notion of moral obligation 
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West Springfield, MA 
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to the discussion. Could it be that in trying to 
transform the process of town government into a 
more responsible and efficient organization, that 
the structure has become more “technical’’ in 
nature where Councilors adhere to a consistent 
format for conducting the town’s business? 


The result of which is to “lose sight of the 
forest through the trees.” Several instances dur- 
ing this meeting suggest that this interpretation 
may hold some merit, e.g., “we can’t do this, 
abatement only is for a couple of years ... not six,” 
and “| empathize with you, but our hands are 
tied.” 

It seems that in transforming the local govern- 
ment by using the letter of the law, that intent and 
common sense have been cast to the wind. The in- 
terpretation of the technical aspects of the law 
may be of some worth, but what about the Com- 
monwealth allowing for victims like the Lallis to 
seek due process in recovering their money paid? 
To deny them a right which they have, in my opi- 
nion, goes clearly against good moral judgment 
let alone common sense. 

| surely hope that next Tuesday isn’t as hectic. 
After all, the kids go back to school. It would ap- 
pear, however, that if what those in attendance 
and viewers saw is what “making the town 

overnment more responsible” means, we're in 
‘or many more “hectic Tuesdays.” 

Hopefully, now that town government is runn- 
ing more smoothly, the Mayor and Council can ad- 
just as needed.

Resident Upset At Town Hall 
For Super Stop & Shop 


To The Editor: 

It is not my intent to create enemies. It will take 
all of us pulling together to salvage this mistake. 
Nor do | wish to cause infighting or feuds. There is 
blame to go around, but it is not because the peo- 
ple who supported the construction of Stop and 
Shop in Feeding Hills are without concern; a 
heartless, selfish bunch. They, in fact, are caring, 
competent, well meaning people who | hope are 
still able to understand where they went wrong. 

City Hall saw this project coming and could 
have taken steps to stop it. They didn’t. They 
worked hard for two years in support of this pro- 
ject, which would not have gone through without 
their aid. 

The issues—wetlands, run-off, sewage, traf: 
fic—all becoming obstacles to overcome (the 
safety of the school children falling under traffic 
control). There are other issues, the safety to 
school children being number one, by no means 
negates them. But the schools were not con- 
sidered an issue in and of themselves, nor were 
the other concerns. 

They were instead seen as problems to solve. 
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The approach was ‘to build, :to achieve jobs and a 
tax base, not to eatpguard. support and uphold 
the safety of over 1,00 children as an issue of its 
own merit. Not weighed in opposition to increas- 
ed traffic, but included in, after the fact, as part of 
traffic safety; and traffic control the solution. 

“Joe Isuzu” was called in for a traffic study 
which ultimately supported the plaza considering 
reconstruction of all access roads as complete. 
They are not. When it takes 20 minutes to travel 
what it should take three. When | need to ac- 
celerate to warp drive in order to merge with traf- 
fic. When crossing the street requires the skill of a 
Nintendo master, all the while yelling run ... run... 
run ... now ... now... now... and hoping the kids get 
it right the first time, something is wrong. 

REDUCING traffic, not controlling it should 
have been the primary concern of our city of- 
ficlals. Traffic reduction should have been weigh- 
ed against traffic control. The mistake was in the 
approach to solving the problem. It was one of 
judgement and perception, not competance, but 
character. It is a grievance that addresses a lack 
of leadership with no clear job description to 
represent the welfare of the community. A porn 
shop would not have been allowed. 

And so the folly begins (with easements and 
special considerations) all to the benefit of Stop 
and Shop and to the detriment of the town. The 
deal is done and there is no outrage, no anger. 
Where are the PTO’s, the churches, the civic 
groups, the schools, and the parents? The 
previous hearings on this matter were nothing 
more than a pandering side show to appease the 
public. It’s as if everyone is going to a giant turkey 
roast and I’m the only one without a baster. 

But don’t think for one minute that we're not in 
this together. 

That because you live down the road, around 
the corner, up the hill, that yon property value 
won't be affected. Stop and Shop is the crack in 
the dam. A high volume, high traffic industry. And 
when the home in the immediate area drops a 
paltry 20 thousand ... multiply ... 

That because it’s not your child walling: to 
Granger Elementary or the Junior High, it’s OK to 
put bummer bounty on small children. A funny 
thing happens. This argument gets old and tired. 
Each time, diminishing in value until the kids 
become a nuisance. Traffic lights and extra lanes 
won't make it easier or safer. This is what’s done, 
naturally, when you have no choice, an inherent 
part of an unfair trade off. But; you do have a 
Choice. It’s not a done deal, it’s a raw deal. 
Nothing is written in stone. And the vehicles that 
the traffic brings may be the least of your 
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children’s worries. 3 

That someone will rent out the unoccupied 
space when small businesses go under. What ef- 
fect will this have on the other two major shopp- 
ing plazas where unused rental space is already a 
problem? A tax base trade off to develop one area 
and run down others. All of Agawam should be 
alarmed. 

That you, and you alone, are going to travel that 
side road and bypass all that traffic. 

That the cost of redesigning the roads will be 
absorbed by the state and Stop and Shop. Only 
Springfield and South Westfield will. Who will 
maintain them when the delivery trucks rip them 
up? Who will design them? Perhaps the morons 
who did the Springfield and Mill Street intersec- 
tion. Now there’s a safe corner. 

That Route 57 will go through to Southwick in 
five years. Sure, right, don’t expect an overpass. 
At the very least, an overpass should have been in 
place now as a commitment from the state and a 
moratorium on commercial development in the 
immediate area as added incentive. 

That there isn’t going to be any additional traf- 
fic. 'm sure that’s what Stop and Shop is banking 
on. The highway as it presently exists will not 
eliminate traffic, it will increase it. 

That this is a convenience having a shopping 
center close to home. You're five minutes away 
from Big Y and Food Mart, 15 minutes away from 
Riverdale Road. You-can waste more time riding 
the porceline bus. 

That there is nothing you can do about it. 
Wrong. Picket the site, put up a sign, sign a peti- 
tion, get in touch with Linda and Mike, write and 
call Stop and Shop, get your house appraised, and 
register to vote. The town could have purchased 
this land for ballfields and a park, expanding the 
Junior High into a new high school. It’s still not 
too late. 

And above all, that this town government knows 
what it is doing and it’s doing this in our best in- 
terests.

About Town’s Phone Contract

and not be able to get to the decision maker to 
find out why your service is unacceptable.

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The case in point is the Town of Agawam. ! 
quoted the Town a 50% savings on their long 
distance calling which is unheard of, but after ex- 
amining their A.T.&T. bill, | found that the Town 
was paying more than most homeowners. 

As part of the plan, | sent information on how 
the Town could generate monies into the general 
fund when commercial or residential clients in 
Agawam participated. The client would not only 
save money, but the Town would receive 5% for 
their long distance calling and 3% for any interna- 
tional, calling card, or 800 inbound calls at no cost 
to the client. This to me is a win-win situation. 

After several months of trying to meet with 
Mayor Johnson, | was referred to their local con- 
sultant. He told me the Mayor wanted an A.T.&T. 
product and since | have two of them, | quoted 
savings of 20% on such a program. The consul- 
tant advised me that A.T.&T. was putting the Town 
on another program called PRO-WATS, which is 
35% higher than my original quote. 

Hopefully, the consultant does not get paid 
much for this ill advice as they never gave me a 
chance to meet with them to show my programs. 

| wrote to Mrs. Joanne Willis who was nice 
enough to call me and spent considerable time 
listening to my explanation. Mrs. Willis said the 
Mayor had the final say and would pass on the in- 
formation. | thank her for her concern. 

After two meetings with Mayor Markel and one 
with Mayors Chessey and Hamilton, | am wonder- 
ing why it seems impossible to meet with Mayor 
Johnson. 

One of the major problems is that most do not 
understand the long distance market as it is to- 
day, 10 years after the breakup of the A.T.&T. 
monopoly. 

| also question why the Town would continue to 
do business with a company who gives you a bet- 
ter pricing when you tell them they have competi- 
tion. A.T.&T. has at least three lower priced pro- 
grams than the one they put Agawam on. 

Finally, as asmall business owner, it is difficult 
to compete with the giants when the potential 
clients are willing to pay considerably more and 
are not willing to educate themselves in this 
market.

Awareness: The Best 
Way To Prevent Crime

Webster defines awareness as: ‘‘watchful, wary, 
a vigilance in observing or alertness in drawing in- 
ferences from what one experiences.’’ Maintaining 
this awareness is the single most important 
means by which we can prevent ourselves from 
becoming victims. 

It makes no difference what the crime involves, 
be it rape, robbery, or larceny ... if one is alert to 
his or her surroundings and aware of the presence 
of suspicious activity, chances of falling prey to 
criminal activity are greatly reduced. Crime is 
perpetrated largely on those who let down their 
guard and become preoccupied with something 
within themselves. In order to show others that we 
are aware and in control of any given situation, we 
must first observe and then report. 

Most of us are creatures of habit and, as such, 
we perform our daily activities in a routine man- 
ner. However, with a minimum amount of effort, 
we can alter these routines slightly and use them 
to our.advantage. 

For example, when getting up at night for a 
snack or drink of water, look out the window into 
the driveway or back yard. When using the 
bathroom, do the same. Many car thefts and 
housebreaks take place at night and go unnotic- 
ed, due largely to the late hour and the fact that 
most people are sleeping. 

Make sure to report anything out of the ordinary 
immediately to your police department. While 
checking out your property, take a second to look 
into your neighbor's yard. 

There isn’t a police officer.in the world who 
doesn’t dream of nabbing a suspect in the act of 
liberating a television set from its rightful owner; 
after all, that’s the name of the game. So save 
your neighbor some grief and make a cop’s day ... 
be observant and report what you see. 


Driving to work is probably one of the most 
casual and boring things we do. Take this oppor- 
tunity to observe the following; suspicious cars or 
people hanging around children waiting for their 
school bus. 

Make sure to note registration numbers on 
cars. It is the most important of all observations 
yet the one most often overlooked. A multitude of 
information can be gathered with the help of a 
single registration number; without it, suspects 
are narrowed to a cast of thousands. 

Age, mode of dress, and physical description is 
also most helpful. Remember, the more you recall 
from what you observed, the further the police can 
go with their investigation. 

In addition to observing and reporting, we must 
also demonstrate a willingness to become involv- 
ed. As police officers, we take an oath to protect 
and serve the people of our community. Getting 
involved is the biggest part of our job and we do it 
as a matter of routine. 

As citizens (and, more importantly, as human 
beings), we have an obligation to look after one 
another. There is strength in numbers, and 
together we can make the difference.

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Walsh Lauds State’s New Carjacking Law 


Massachusetts now has a carjacking law on the 
books as the bill recently passed by the State 
Legislature that makes carjacking a crime under 
state law went into effect this past week. 

Representative Michael P. Walsh (D-Agawam), 
a supporter of enhanced public safety efforts, 
says the new law is a critical piece of the overall 
plan to defeat the latest crime trend. 

“As news reports continue to detail incidents of 
carjacking, it is obvious that this crime is a 
serious offense meriting equally serious punish- 
ment,” said Walsh. “While it is my hope that our 
quick action on this new law heads off this crime 
before it becomes epidemic in proportion, it 
should be clearly spelled out to would-be of- 
fenders that their illegal activity will not be 
tolerated.” 

The new law provides a state prison sentence 
of up to 15 years or up to 2% years in a jail or 
house of correction and a maximum fine of 
$15,000 for any individual convicted of attempting 
or actually stealing a motor vehicle while 


assaulting, confining, maiming, or threatening the 
owner or operator of that vehicle. 

In addition, Representative Waish notes that 
the perpetrator, if armed with a dangerous 
weapon, can be sentenced to an additional max- 
imum of 20 years in a state prison or 2% years ina 
jail or house of correction and a minimum-fine of 
$5,000. 

“Until society can alleviate the root problems 
that lead many to lead a life of crime, we need to 
send a message to would-be deviants that such 
behavior will not be allowed to occur,” stated 
Walsh, adding, “While it is truly unfortunate that 
we need to enact such laws to protect life and pro- 
perty, we have acted in such a manner to rightly 
punish carjackers. . 2 

“As | continue my own efforts to improve public 
safety by enacting measures like this, | will also 
continue my focus on improving education, job 
training, and other public policy initiatives which 
likewise can help reduce the rate of overall crime 
here in Massachusetts,” concluded Walsh.

Electricity Causes Fires 


We rely on electricity to do so many things in 
our daily lives ... from that first cup of coffee in the 
morning to the nightly news before we go to bed, 
and countless activities in-between. 

To keep you and your family safe from electrical 
fires, the Agawam Fire Department encourages 
you to use the following guidelines: 

e When you shop for appliances or tools, look 
for the mark of a recognized testing laboratory, 
i.e., Underwriters Laboratories (UL) or Factory 
Mutual (FM), on the box or appliance itself. 

e If an appliance is hot to the touch, sparks, or 
does not operate properly, unplug it immediately 
and have it repaired or replaced. 

e Portable appliances should only be plugged 
in when you intend to use them. Otherwise, keep 
them unplugged. 

e On appliances with removable power cords, 
always unplug at the source of power first. 

e Beon the lookout for damaged or frayed cords 
and wires and replace when necessary. Take care 
not to kink, twist, or cut any cord. : 

e If an appliance has a three-prong plug, do not 
attempt to-use it in a two-slot electrical outlet by 
cutting off the third prong or bending it out of the 
way. 

e Keep appliances clean and lubricated accor- 
ding to the manufacturer's instructions. 

e Minimize the use of extension cords. They are 
designed for temporary use only and should be 
the right capacity for the tools or appliances on 
which they are used. 

e If you are experiencing problems with blown 
fuses or tripped circuit breakers, have a qualified 
electrician check your electrical system, 

If you have an electrical fire, remember you 
shouldn’t use water to extinguish it—you could 
receive a severe shock. If you know the fire’s 
pounce is electrical, turn the power off or pull the 
plug. 

lf the fire is small, put it out, but be prepared to 
evacuate the area and call the fire department. If 
you can’t turn the power off, a multi-purpose 
(ABC), dry chemical extinguisher can be used. 

As long as it’s used safely, electricity can great- 
ly improve the quality of life. For additional infor-

Education Reform Debate 


“One of the greatest challenges we face today 
in the legislature, and in our local communities, is 
the ongoing quest for a world-class education,” 
said State Senator Linda J. Melconian 
(D-Springfield) recently, commenting on the 
debate over education reform. 

“For years, education advocates have spoken 
and written innumerable volumes of the kind of 
future we want to provide for our children and a 
variety of mechanisms on how to arrive at it. To be 
sure, one thing has remained a constant. The 
legacy we leave our children is wholly dependent 
on the education we give them. 

“The need for education reform has long been 
recognized. The Education Reform Bill of 1993, 
presently before a House-Senate Conference 
Committee composed of three Senators and three 
Representatives, represents the product of two 
years of work by the legislature, educators and ad- 
vocates. 

“Neither the House nor Senate version of the 
bill completely satisfield everyone and much still 
remains to be understood and digested. The ‘hot- 
buttons’ of this year’s debate are the foundation 
budget, school choice, and charter schools.” 

Melconian continued, “The brightest light of 
the bill is the Senate foundation budget. This is 
reform with real substance, with the funds to back 
it up. It calls for a $5,500 per pupil expenditure and 
equitable financing for every city and town. It en- 
sures that every school district, even the poorest, 
will be able to spend at least the amount 
necessary to assure a solid education for every 
student. The claim that kids aren’t learning 
because there is no money to teach them will 
soon be a relic of the past. 

“The Senate Committee on Ways and Means,

foundation budget than the House version. 
Agawam will receive a total of $280,009 in educa- 
‘tion aid for 1994: $242,652 will be in the form of 
foundation aid; and $37,357 in tax equity aid. 

“In short,” said Senator Melconian, “‘this fun- 
ding level means that the Town of Agawam will 
not have to contribute any new local effort beyond 
current funding levels. In creating this foundation 
budget, the legislature has demonstrated to 
Massachusetts citizens that it will honor its com- 
mitment to educational excellence. 

“Other innovative elements for educational 
reform include early childhood education for all 
‘at-risk’ three- and four year-olds, new assessment 
mechanisms to hold schools, educators, and 
students for achieving new ‘world-class’ stan- 
dards as well as a comprehensive plan for profes- 
sional development for teachers. All of these are 
designed to provide for our children the educa- 
tional skills and tools requisite for an increasingly 
competitive workforce. 

“Unfortunately, not every element of the Educa- 
tion Reform Bill of 1993 deserves accolades. It 
can be expected that any proposal of such com- 
plexity as this bill would be met with caution and 
severe criticism. Arguably the most controversial 
segment of this bill is the mandatory school 
choice initiative. 

“As a concept, ‘choice’ seems to be a good 
idea; with choice, one has options. In practice, 
however, the current ‘voluntary’ school choice 
program is flawed. It does not provide equal ac- 
cess for all public school children and the ‘sen- 
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ding’ community is financially penalized. 

“These shortcomings can only be corrected at 
tremendous cost to taxpayers. Since the choice 
provision is such a controversial piece, the Con- 
ference Committee is deadlocked over its implica- 
tions. Hence, the entire bill cannot be reported 
out until some kind of consensus is reached on 
this issue, thus putting in jeopardy the whole 
reform package, even those provisions upon 
which agreements have been made. 

“The idea of the ‘charter’ school is also met 
with contention. And with good reason. In short, 
this provision could be the life preserver that 
saves drowning non-public schools which other- 
wise could no longer afford to remain open. The 
only difference is that these failing schools, 
previously classified as non-public, would be con- 
verted to ‘charter’ schools and thus be eligible to 
receive public education monies. 

“And these same schools, while receiving 
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public money, would be allowed to continue 
operating as private enterprises. Parents who 
previously paid tuition for their child to go to 
private school are now exempt, except that the 
Massachusetts taxpayers are picking up the tab 
at the expense of less advantaged students. 
“Eurthermore,”’ stressed elconian, ‘the 
money. that will pay for these elitist ‘charter’ 
schools comes out of municipal budgets. The 
resulting budget drain would adversely affect 
class size, personnel, and teachers. This is unac- 
ceptable. All of our communities could well be 
victimized by the noble intentions of the ‘charter’ 
provision. : 
“We in Massachusetts need to make education 
reform a top priority, in spite of the bill’s short- 
comings. We are on the threshold of creating a 


system of public education of which we can all be 
proud. We must not lose the fervor to fix our 
schools.”

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Brady Handgun Bill Supported By Jr. Women 


The Agawam Junior Women’s Club urges your 
support of the Brady Handgun Violence Control 
Act. This act establishes a nationwide, five- 
business-day waiting period to require local law 
enforcement officials to conduct background 
checks on handgun purchasers buying from 
licensed dealers. There is one exemption from the 
five-day wait; if an individual or household 
member is threatened and requires access to a 
handgun, then the local police department may 
waive the wait. 


The General Federation of Women’s Club, the 
national organization of the Agawam club, sup- 
ports passage of the Brady bill because a waiting 


period and background check on purchase of han- 
dguns would reduce crime and violence. The ma- 
jority of handguns are purchased through gun 
dealers and are used in the majority of all gun in- 
cidents. 

According to Handgun Control, Inc., each year 
over 600,000 Americans are victimized by han- 
dguns, and every year more than 24,000 
Americans are killed with handguns—as many as 
are killed by drunk drivers. In addition, every day 
12 children under age 19 are killed by handguns. 
Waiting periods for handgun purchase have prov- 
ed effective in states which require them. 

Currently, the Brady bill has not passed 
because it has been added to a larger crime bill. 


We urge you to contact your Congressmen and 
ask that they work for passage on the Brady bill, 
and {here bill not be included in an omnibus 
crime bill.

Taking Financial Steps 
After Losing A Loved One 


The death of a loved one can be a traumatic 
event followed by emotional times. During such a 
period, legal and financial issues may be the last 
thing on your mind. But there are several pro- 
cedures dealing with financial issues that could 
save aa additional headaches and help simplify 
your life. 


If there will be money coming to you from divi- 
dend checks and there are bills to be paid by the 
estate, you may need to establish a new ‘‘estate” 
checking account. The account should be in the 
name of the estate of the deceased. 


If the deceased has outstanding bills, check in- 
to credit life insurance. Some installment loans, 
service contracts, and credit card accounts are 
covered by life insurance—the balance will be 
paid in full at the death of the customer. 


If the deceased had a safety deposit box, ac- 
cessibility to its contents will vary depending on 
the state where the deceased lived. In some 
states, a safety deposit box will be sealed after a 
death. However, it may be opened under special 
circumstances by the representative of the estate. 


If you need to examine the contents of the box 
to search for important documents like a will, 
burial instructions, or a list of assets, you will 
need a copy of a certified death certificate. You 
should have a witness or proper official present 
when opening the safety deposit box.

Are You Ready To Buy A Home?

With low interest rates, plenty of available 
housing, and an abundance of affordable mor- 
tgage plans (especially for first-time buyers), you 
may feel ready to buy a home.

If you are a spouse or have anything that is 
under joint ownership with the deceased, the 
titles will need to be changed. Transfer the titles 
on your home and cars that are owned jointly and 
notify your insurance agent to change the auto 
and homeowner policies. You most likely will 
want to put all joint checking and savings ac- 
counts in your name. 


Also, cancel or change all of your credit cards. 
In addition, review and revise your own will to 
reflect your current situation. 7 

The way in which investments are set up is one 
of the things that will determine how the deceas- 
ed’s funds are distributed. If you can provide all 
the necessary documentation, you may be able to 
have accounts transferred to your name or the 
name of other heirs. The home office of the issu- 
ing firm(s) should be contacted to find out what 
documentation they require. 


Also, you should know what the values of the in- 
vestments were on the date of death. Income tax 
returns, bank statements, consolidated invest- 
ment statements, and other business cor- 
respondences are good sources of information if 
you have questions about a deceased person’s in- 
vestments.

Health Screenings At 
Mercy Hospital 


Two free health screenings - for skin cancer and 
eye diseases - will be offered Saturday, May 15th 
at the Mercy Hospital Center for Health. 

The skin cancer screening, 8:00 a.m. to 12:00 
noon in the Patient Assessment Unit, will offer 
free sunscreen to all participants. In addition, 
videotapes will be shown on skin cancers. 

The eye health screening is planned from 9:00 
a.m. to noon in the third floor Surgi-Center area. 
Lens cleaner will be provided to all participants. 

Skin Cancer Screening 

“With the incidence of skin cancer rising at a 
rate of three to five percent a year, and 700,000 
people projected to develop the disease in 1993, 
the need for this type of screening is critical,” 
said Arthur Sher, M.D., dermatologist and screen- 
ing coordinator. 

The free skin cancer screenings will. coincide 
with National Melanoma/Skin Cancer Detection 
and Prevention Month, co-sponsored by the 
American Academy of Dermatology. 

“The screenings are part of a national cam- 
paign to encourage early detection and teach 
prevention of skin cancer, the most common form 
of cancer in this country,” said Dr. Sher, who 
stressed that an estimated 6,800 people will die 
from melanoma this year, the majority of them 
men over the age of 50. If detected early, however, 
malignant melanoma can usually be successfully 
treated. 

“A person’s chances of getting skin cancer are 
one in six,” said Dr. Sher. “Many people think of it 
as a disease of the elderly, but we are seeing more 
and more skin cancers in younger people. They 
don’t realize that suntanning is.so unhealthy. 
They think of themselves as immune to skin 
cancer. It can take 10 to 20 years of accumulated 
sun exposure to cause the disease.” 

Other forms of skin cancer - basal cell car- 
cinoma and squamous cell carcinoma - are less 
serious but much more common and can cause 
damage and even disfigurement if left untreated. 

Dr. Sher said that three-quarters of all skin 
cancers are preventable. He advises parents and 
teenagers to follow simple sun protection rules.

Balboa’s Bouts 


Fight the rainy-day-blues with Sylvester 
Stallone and the exciting Rocky films. 

* Rocky 

Director: John G. ‘Avildsen. 1976. Rated PG. I hour 
and 59 minutes. Starring: Sylvester Stallone, Talia 
Shire, Burt Young, Carl Weathers, and Burgess 
Meredith. 

Sly Stallone stars as Rocky Balboa, a street 
punk turned professional boxer, in John 
Avildsen’s Academy Award-winning film. Rocky is 
best remembered for its strong characterizations 
and emotional impact on the audience. 

Avildsen’s triumph with Rocky is directly related 
to, and entirely reliant upon, the intense emo- 
tional involvement of the viewer. Consequently, 
Avildsen, through his strong characterizations, 
makes the viewer sympathetic to each character's 
plight, especially Rocky's. The gloomy setting of 
the ghetto serves to make Rocky’s bright aspira- 
tions to become a boxer much more appealing. 

When Rocky finally begins to pursue his dream, 
the unconscious emotional involvement the 
viewer has in the characters is beginning to 
develop. This successful formula—in partnership 
with the convincing performances by Stallone, 
Shire, Young, Weathers, and Meredith—aid Rocky 
in exciting the audience. 

A delightful aspect of watching the film is that 
you do not realize your emotional involvement un- 
til the climax of the film. Naturally, this aids in 
making the resolution of the film more appealing 
also. 

Once you see Rocky taking a beating in the 
ring, your blood starts to pump and you anxiously 
anticipate the sound of the bell ending the round. 
Once the viewer hears that bell, your pulse stops 
racing, even if only for a moment. As the tense 
fight rages on, the now-familiar ‘‘Rocky theme’’ 
begins to play, foreshadowing Rocky’s victory. 

Rocky will entertain you immensely; even if you 
are not a boxing fan (I certainly am not!), you'll 
walk away from it feeling good. You'll probably 
even be shadow boxing for days after while hum- 
ming the “Rocky theme”! 4 STARS. (Mature au- 
diences.) 

* Rocky II , 

Director: Sylvester Stallone. 1979. Rated PG. I hour 
and 59 minutes. Starring: Sylvester Stallone, Carl 
Weathers, Talia Shire, Burgess Meredith, and Burt 
Young. 

Sylvester Stallone directs this inferior sequel to 
Rocky; Rocky IT lacks the “punch” (yes, another 
pun!) that its predecessor is remembered for. The 
main reason why Rocky IT suffers is because of an 
over-emphasized subplot. 

This subplot centers around Rocky’s change of 
lifestyle since Rocky. Obviously, this type of 
subplot did need to be addressed, but nowhere 
near as much as it was. Some of the insignificant 
details should have been left for the viewers to in- 
fer as happening during the interval between the 
two films. As aresult, Rocky IJ doesn’t consistent- 
ly have the same power over the audience as did 
Rocky; this is primarily due to the lack of fight- 
related scenes. 

Other than this flaw, however, Rocky IJ does 
contain the same quality acting and strong 
dialogue as did Rocky. By no means is Rocky IIa 
poorly made film, either. The editing is strong, the 
photography is great, and the overall production 
value of the film is good. 

In other words, Rocky II is not a case of 
something good produced badly, but a case of 
something average which was created very well. 
2% STARS. (Mature audiences.) 


* Rocky IIT 

Director: Sylvester Stallone. 1982. Rated PG. I hour 
and 39 minutes. Starring: Sylvester Stallone, Talia 
Shire, Burgess Meredith, Mr. T, Carl Weathers, and 
Burt Young. 

Sylvester Stallone makes good of his mistakes 
from Rocky IT with Rocky III. Rocky IIT proves to be 
a successful installment in the Rocky series in 
that it plays as a natural extension of Rocky and 
Rocky II. 

In Rocky, we see the title character as a street 
kid with a dream which eventually comes true. In 
Rocky II, we see Rocky becoming wealthy but un- 
sure of both his newfound life as well as himself. 
Now, in’ Rocky II, we see him as more secure 
about his life and his goals. The character’s con- 
fidence rubs off on the viewer so the same viewer 
involvement is again created as it was in Rocky. 

This time, however, Rocky seems to be slightly 
overconfident. Clubber Lang (played by Mr. T) isa 
violent mass of muscle that would love nothing 
more than to knock Rocky down from the top of 
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the boxing world by beating him into a coma! Mr. 
T’s frightening performance aids in the viewer 
fearing for Rocky. 

Until this film, the emotional involvement was 
to see Rocky win a fight for his self-esteem. Now, 
the viewer is plunged into the anxiety of wanting 
Rocky to win to stay alive! This creative dif- 
ference is how the repetitive “Rocky formula” 
works again with this film. 

The fear we feel for Rocky is heightened by the 
death of Mickey. Mickey (played again by Burgess 
Meredith) was always the character that the 
viewers looked to when Rocky needed confidence 
for a match. But, Mickey tells Rocky that he can’t 
win against Clubber. 

The viewer impact that this scene has is what 
makes the ultimate battle so intense. On his 
deathbed, however, Mickey does provide Rocky 
with the needed moral support, so both Rocky and 
the viewers are simultaneously relieved and ex- 
cited to see Clubber Lang fall. 

Rocky III delivers the drama and excitement in 
such quantities that the use of an all-too-familiar 
formula in this series goes virtually unnoticed. 
3% STARS. (Mature audiences.)

Dolph Lundgren plays Rocky’s robot-like adver- 
sary, Ivan Draco, in Rocky IV and suggests that 
Pee-Wee Herman may as weil have played Club- 
ber Lang in Rocky I/I! The Russians claim that this 
fighter is unbeatable and want him to face 
American Rocky Balboa. 

Apollo Creed, in a vain attempt to prove 
himself, decides to fight Draco in an exhibition 
fight. Well, Apollo winds up dead. Not only does 
this unfortunate occurrence foreshadow a battle 
between our Rocky and their Draco, but it also ex- 
ploits an idea pig tang in Rocky II that the 
possible death of Rocky makes the viewers in- 
tensely involved in the film. 

This time, however, death seems more likely 
possible because Draco actually killed a fighter. 
This is how, yet again, the same formula works. 
Rocky IV, though a typical Rocky film, is creatively 
different enough to make for awesome entertain- 
ment.

Sylvester Stallone returns as Rocky in this final 
installment in the series. After his bout with 
Draco, Rocky returns home as the all-American 
hero. His years of injuries, now worsened by his 
most recent fight, have forced him to retire. All h’s 
wealth is gone thanks to frivolous brother-in-law 
Paulie (again portrayed by Burt Young). 


Rocky befriends a fan named Tommy who 
yearns to follow in Rocky’s footsteps. Rocky 
decides to train him and ignores his family in the 
process. The boy is turned against Rocky by a 
greedy promoter. 


The original Rocky director, John G. Avildsen, 
appropriately ends the saga he started 14 years 
earlier. Now, he brings the Rocky character back 
to his roots ... the street. Rocky V is a well-made 
film which is strong throughout in the areas of 
production value, acting, dialogue, and 
characterization. 


However, the now-expected final fight for 
Rocky proves to be a major disappointment. The 
main cause of this disappointment is that too 
much creative effort was put in to make the en- 
ding different from the other films. The result 
makes the close of the film lackluster. 

Overall, however, Rocky V is a fitting and well- 
made last chapter in the Rocky saga. Although 
the ending is something less than perfect, the film 
as a whole deserves attention.

My husband, the Diet Philospher, informed me 
recently that it’s not wise to commit to anything 
called a diet, but to instead to think of it in terms 
of sensible eating. As | stuffed another nacho into 
myself, | smiled and thought about something 
else. As a person whose cholesterol count must 
presently be in the “too numerous to count” 
category, | have to admit it’s time to once again 
get back on track. 

He’s actually quite correct. No matter what you 
call it, for most of us it all boils down to the simple 
fact that if intake exceeds energy output, you can 
eat your way into the Lane Bryant Hall of Fame. 

Aside from the obvious issue of personal ap- 
pearance, excess weight wreaks havoc with 
health. Since | married the Philosopher, I’ve 
nachoed my way out of all my clothing. It’s time to 
do something about it. | hate it when that hap- 
pens. 

The real secret to losing weight, like anything 
else, is to commit to it and take whatever steps 
are needed to follow it through. It doesn’t mean 
being perfect 100% of the time, nor does it require 
extreme measures. 

As a general guideline, on a daily basis fat con- 
tent of all food eaten should not exceed 30%, 
cholesterol should be limited to 300 mg or less, 
protein to 15%, and carbohydrate (complex car- 
bohydrates, not the type found in Twix bars) to 
about 55%. 

The following recipes are good starters for per- 
sons who are looking to lose weight and cut back 
on fat and salt. These are tasty dishes that are 
nutritionally sound and easy to prepare. 

MARINATED TURKEY SLICES 
(Serves 2) 
6 ounces turkey breast slices 
% téaspoon finely shredded lemon peel 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
2 teaspoons cooking oil 
¥%2 teaspoon instant chicken bouillon granules 
4/8 teaspoon dried thyme, crushed 
1 clove of garlic, minced 
Dash of salt and pepper 
Nonstick spray coating 
1% cups sliced zucchini or yellow summer 
squash 
2 cup sliced fresh mushrooms 
1% teaspoons cornstarch 
Hot cooked rice (optional) 
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If necessary, cut turkey into two equal portions. 

For marinade, in a small bowl stir together 
lemon peel, lemon juice, oil, bouillon granules, 
thyme, garlic, salt, pepper, and % cup water. 
Place turkey in a plastic bag set in a bowl. Pour 
marinade over turkey. Close bag and refrigerate 
for two hours. 

After turkey has marinated, remove from plastic 
bag, reserving marinade. 

pray an eight-inch skillet with nonstick spray 
coating. Add turkey slices. Cook over medium 
heat about four minutes or until tender and no 
longer pink, turning once. Remove turkey from 
skillet; keep warm. 

Add zucchini, mushrooms, and two tables- 
poons water to the skillet. Cover and cook for three 
to four minutes or until zucchini is crisp-tender. 

Meanwhile, stir together the reserved marinade 
and cornstarch. Add to the vegetables in the 
skillet. Cook and stir until thickened and bubbly. 
Cook and stir one minute more. Serve the 
vegetables with turkey slices and, if desired, rice.

Civil War Reenactment 
Now Special Exhibit 


The Civil War changed the United States more 
profoundly than any other event in history. 
Nowhere were these transformations more evi- 
dent than in Springfield, Massachusetts. 

The impact of that war on the growing com- 
munity will be traced in a special exhibition, Spr- 
ingfield Fights the Civil War, at the Connecticut 
Valley Historical Museum from April 29th, 1993 
through June 30th, 1994. The exhibition is being 
sponsored by American Saw and Manufacturing 
Company. 

Home of the only Federal Armory in the Nor- 
thern States, as well as several important arms 
manufacturers, Springfield experienced con- 
tinuous growth during the four years of the War. 

The daily life of a soldier will be interpreted 
through a re-creation of a Union Army camp.

Civil War re-enactment soldiers will be on duty 
at the campsite on Sundays throughout the ex- 
hibition to talk to visitors about the life of a Union 
soldier and answer questions. 

On the homefront, the focus will be on the 
women who made clothing and bandages for 
soldiers. This section will also recall the men who 
made war goods in Springfield’s factories and a 
Soldiers’ Fair, held to raise money for war relief. 

Many veterans groups formed after the war and 
continued to meet as late as the 1920’s. These will 
be remembered through a display of items from 
Springfield’s Grand Army of the Republic. 

The museum, which is located at the 
Quadrangle in downtown Springfield, is open 
Thursday through Sunday, noon to 4:00 p.m. Ad- 
mission, which includes’ entry to all four 
museums at the Quadrangle, is $3 for adults, $1 
for children six to 18, and free for children under 
six and Springfield Library & Museums members.

Louise David Brings Knowledge Of Sioux 
Indians To Agawam Middle School Students 


cone 


School Committee Member Louise David 
visited students in Betty Murphy’s class at the 
Agawam Middle School to discuss Native 
Americans. 

She brought many artifacts, jewelry, and stories 
of tribes across the United States to enhance the 
students’ studies about the Plains Indians. 

Mrs. David opened her discussion by playlng a 
taped version of the Sioux Indian National An- 
them (by flute). She explained that the music held 
the same significance to the Sioux as the 
American “‘Star Spangled Banner.”’ 

“The Sioux also had a tradition of bringing a 
young boy into manhood, which included hunting 
his first buffalo,” Mrs. David told students. 

“The tribe shared the buffalo brought back to 
the village by the young boy, but the boy was not 
allowed to participate in the meal. This was to 
teach him that he did not serve himself. He was 
here to serve others,” she said. 

Mrs. David told students that on the birthday of 
a Sioux, the celebrant gave gifts to others in the 
tribe; again emphasizing that everyone must learn 
to share. She also told the students that strangers 
were always welcomed. 

“Everyone cared for each other. If one ate, all 
ate,’’ noted Mrs. David. 

She also stressed, ‘“‘The Native Americans were 
environmentalists long before we became in- 
terested.” 

She described how dyes were made from 
flowers and herbs and the natural minerals com- 
prising various colors used in sand paintings. 

“Sand paintings in Indian culture were very, 
very important. They were usually done by the 
medicine man and symbolized religious aspects,” 
noted Mrs. David. 

She told students that a beautiful painting done 
in the morning on the ground, would many times 
have to be erased by sundown for religious 
reasons. 

Mrs. David brought a sand painting kit for the 
students to work on, saying she hoped they could 
each do a small part making it together. 


White Buffalo Important 

“It was important, powerful ‘medicine’ or magic 
to find a white buffalo. The buffalo was used to 
the maximum. The meat was eaten, the hide was 
used to make tents and clothing, and the bones 
were used to make needles, toys, and jewelry,” 
said Mrs. David. 

She told students that before trappers and 
hunters traded their animal pelts for beads, they

used the teeth, claws, and porcupine quills to 
make jewelry. 

Mrs. David and her family travel to South 
Dakota each year to vacation in the summer. She 
told the class that Custer State Park still has a 
large herd of buffalo that they drive through each 
year on their way out west. 

She also explained that the herd would have 
been considered small many years ago when 
Native Americans hunted the Plains. 

“It sometimes took the Plains Indians three 
days to travel through a herd of buffalo. They are 
such a mighty animal, we never tire of watching 
them as we pass through South Dakota,” she 
said. 

She added, “‘It took less than 100 years to just 
about decimate this wonderous animal.” 

A ‘‘medicine bag” made out of deerskin was 
also shown to the students. “The Indians carried 
very personal and private things with them in their 
medicine bags. They might have a feather, a rock, 
or herbs (what they considered personal 
treasures),” said Mrs. David. 

Mrs. David served as a docent at the Springfield 
Museums in the Quadrangle and offered guided 
tours for people of all ages for seven years. 

Mandella Represents Life 

One of the treasures she showed students was 
the mandella. ‘The mandella is a symbol of life. 
The sun, earth, and man is represented in a circle. 
The full circle is important in many Indian 
cultures. The mandella brings good fortune or 
good luck,” she said. 

“Contemplation of the mandella_ helps to 
restore harmony and serenity,” added Mrs. David. 

She told students that Native Americans 
rewarded the collecting of tokens rather than the 
killing of their enemies (as often portrayed). “This 
was referred to as ‘counting coup.’ ”’ If they could 
touch the enemy and get away, or steal the 
enemies’ horses and get away, this was called 
‘counting coup.’ The word coup is like the French 
equivalent of tag, the game,” said Mrs. David. 

Mrs. David was especially pleased that each of 
Mrs. Murphy’s students, including Chad Albano, 
Jimmy Barry, Terri Lynn Cimma, Lori Clarke, Kevin 
Rivers, Jason Swindle, Nicole White, Robert 
Wrigley, and Seth Larson, took time to each write 
a special thank you letter (along with their 
teacher). 

“Each student highlighted the specific things 
that they enjoyed while | visited. | treasure those. 
That was certainly the best reward anyone could 
ask for,”” she concluded.

High school sports are wonderful. Absolutely 
wonderful.

The Fish Are Jumpin’ About 





This past week, the rain has opened all of the 
lakes in the Western District. Large brown trout is 
the norm at Otis Resy. Don’t forget that the limit 
on browns is two a day. 

A few fellows are regretting that they forgot the 
laws. We are lucky to have a very energetic young 
“Miss” in uniform checking the fish catches at 
Otis. She is enforcing the game laws and that is 
what we are paying her for. 

Complaints about her checking and catching 
was the first thing | heard when Billy Disisto and | 
hit the beach at Otis Resy last Friday. | guess | 
didn’t make a friend when | didn’t sympathize with 
the fisherman that had to pay a fine for having too 
many fish. Take heed, my friends ... the day of ig- 
noring the limits can be very painful. 

When we arrived at the cement slab, it was 
snowing very hard and the wind was howling. By 
the time | rigged up, Billy had a nice large brown 
flopping at his feet. Then he dropped one about 
three to four pounds at the shoreline. We had 
forgotten to bring a net. The weather was so 
miserable we finally had to quit. 

They have replaced the board at the dam and 
the water is rising fast. It is safe to launch at the 
public ramp. 

The Merrimack River has been opened to 
salmon fishermen by the New Hampshire Fish & 
Game Dept. Ne 

Fifteen-hundred mature Atlantic salmon, 
weighing an, average of 7% to eight pounds, will 
be available starting this spring to anglers who 
purchase a $10 permit. 

The salmon will be released in the Merrimack 
River and the lower portion of the Pemigewasset 
River, from Eastman Falls dam in Franklin to the 

Massachusetts border. Current plans are to stock 
the salmon in late April and late May. 

The brood fish will be tagged prior to stocking 
to distinguish them from wild salmon, which can- 
not be kept if caught. The daily limit is one fish; 
the season limit is five. Salmon season js April 1st 
to September 30th. 

To participate in the special Atlantic salmon 
fishery, anglers must have a current New Hamp- 
shire all-species fishing license, plus the $10 
Atlantic salmon permit. 

The Fish and Game Dept. plans to release 1,500 
brood fish this spring and in several succeeding 
years. When mature, wild sea-run Atlantic salmon 
return to fishways in the lower Merrimack River in 
significant numbers, the Dept. will gradually 
phase out the stocking of the hatchery-reared 
brood fish. 

NO ANTLERLESS DEER SEASON FOR 1993 

The Vermont Fish & Wildlife Department will 
not be recommending an antlerless deer hunting 
season for this fall due to the severity of this past 
winter. 

Weather data collected from 22 reporting sta- 
tions throughout the state indicated February and 
March conditions were more severe than normal.

When 
thrown overboard, the white plastic paper cups in 
which bait is sold blow along the shore and pile 
up like dirty snow drifts that don’t melt for years. 

Let’s enjoy our fishing and be thankful that we 
have ponds and lakes to fish. Take home your rub- 
bish—don’t drop it overboard.
